Freedom committee gives 9 awards to outstanding community members 


PROVO — N. LaVerl Christensen is the 
recipient of the America’s Freedom Award, 
the highest of nine honors given by the Free- 
dom Awards Committee. 


The announcement was made Friday by 
author Howard Ruff at a luncheon held at 
Sil’s Ivy Tower restaurant. 


Christensen, editor emeritus of The Daily 
Herald, has been called Utah County’s senior 
patriot. He was recognized for his stimulat- 
ing and thought-provoking editorials, patri- 
otic speeches and service projects. He was 
noted for always looking at both sides of ev- 
ery issue, although there is not two sides to 
his patriotism. 

As the editor of the Herald, he received an 
American Legion award in 1981 for a series 
of articles he wrote during the Honor Ameri- 
ca period. The series was carried in many of 
the 30 Scripps League newspapers and won 
him praise throughout the nation.

Among the many awards Christensen has 
received are the two George Washington 
Honor Medals, presented by the Freedom 
Foundation of Valley Forge, and the Good 
Citizenship Medal of the Son’s of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. 


Previous recipients of the award are Dal- 
lin H. Oaks in 1982 and Herald I. Hansen in 
1983. 

Myron J. Fulrath received this year’s Out- 
standing Man Award. Fulrath was born in 
Illinois and educated at Dubuque University 
and the University of Chicago. He worked for 
US. Steel in Chicago more than 15 years and 
eventually came to Utah Valley where he 
was employed at U.S. Steel Geneva Works 
for another 15 years. He retired in 1967 as 
assistant superintendent of personnel 
services. 


Among the many honors Fulrath has re- 
ceived is the 25 Year Award from the Red 
Cross for volunteer work.

He has devoted time and energy to such 
groups and organizations as the President’s 
Council for the United Way, R.S.V.P. pro- 
gram, Freedom Festival Board of Directors, 
Utah Safety Council, Red Cross, Girl Scouts, 
Rotary Club, Provo Chamber of Commerce, 
and the Community Congregational Church. 


The Outstanding Woman Award was pre- 
sented to Dr. Jenniev J. Poulson. She was 
raised and educated in Provo. She received 
her bachelor’s degree in clothing and tex- 
tiles, food and nutrition, and home manage- 
ment from Brigham Young University and 
then went on to receive both her master’s 
degree and doctorate from Iowa State Uni- 
verstiy in sociology. 

Dr. Poulson has not only served with dis- 
tinction as a mother, teacher and social 
worker, but also as the chairman of the 
Housing and Home Management Depart- 
ment at BYU. She has been published exten- 
sively in her field and has been active in 
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many professional organizations. 


She also paints, sews, and enjoys garden- 
ing, along with her busy schedule of commu- 
nity projects. 

She retired in 1974, yet has continued to 
serve her community and church, 


H. Edwin Nicholson was presented the 
Outstanding Senior Citizen Award. Nichol- 
son was born in Denver, Colo., but was edu- 
cated in Utah receiving his high school diplo- 
ma from West High in Salt Lake City. From 
there, he went on to the University of Utah, 
Stanford and the American Institute of 
Banking. 

Most of his professional career has been 
spent working at the First Security Bank in 
Provo, working his way up to vice presiden- 
tin charge of real estate development. 

He retired in 1972, after a banking career 
which spanned almost 49 years.

PROVO — Permits to gather fire- 
wood in Uinta National Forest went 
on sale this week at several locations 
in the area, according to Dr. Don Ne- 
beker, forest supervisor. 


Permits will be available at the 
supervisor's office, 88 W. First North 
in Provo; Spanish Fork District 
Ranger’s Office, 44 W. Fourth North 
in Spanish Fork, and at the Heber 
District Ranger’s Office, 125 E. First 
North, Heber City, Nebeker said. 


Office hours for sale of permits 
are from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., July 2 
through Sept. 30. 

Prices for the 8,500 permits will 
vary by wood types, which include 
live aspen, live oak or dead and down 
wood. There is a $10 minimum 
charge per permit. Permits must be 
picked up in person.
